a large force of rebels into this 
district. 

Scuuts report Forrest at Cor- 


inth, having crossed the river 
near Tuscumbia an the ] Oth, but 
being hard pressed by Federal 
cavalry he lost a good many horses. 
and arms. One of the flatboats 
on which the crossing was made, 
war savk, drowning «a purl er of 
men and horses. In a speech to 
his Kentacky troops a few days 
since, Forrest told them that he 
was going to free their State and 
make the people vote right at the 
coming election. 

Buford addressed his force on 
Wednesday Jast. He said his 
‘Mission was mainly a political 
one; that the people of Kentocky 
were being misled by the Federal 
General in command, and that he 
(Buford) was gving to have it 
stopped.
